“figures published annuathy have shown 
that the number of British seamen, after 
declining for several years, began to rise 
in the year. 1902, and have continued to 
rise ever sinee. "As compared with 1906, 
the seamen born in the British Islands 
are more numerous by 4,210; ‘But the. 
increase has not been equally distributed. 


The figures relating to British seamen 
in. trading (as distinct. from fishing) 
vessels, show that there has: been a 
decrease in the sailors in the deck de- 
artment, and that the i increase has been 
imited to the engineers’ and stewards’ 
departments. As regards 
‘sailors’’ (that is, able seamen, sailors 
undefined, and ordinary seamen) there 
has in five years been a decrease of 279, 
or 1 per cent, The total demand tor 
sailors, however, is shown to ‘have been 
reduced by 4,364, Nearly all this re- 
duction therefore: fell upon~tha foreign 
seamen employed. 


|-—This~-demand—for—* gailors—-has* 

chiefly affected ‘by the reduction in the” 
‘number of foreign-going sailing vessels, 
the 2,021 vessels in 1801 having fallen to. 
In 1891 there were 18,666 
sailors enumerated as employed .in that 
class of .vessel, ‘in 1906 there were -7,253,: 
and in 1911 only.2,701.. But it, is satis-. 
fagtory to note ‘that, including those’ 
employed. on . steam ‘vessels, sthere -is & 
slight ‘increase in the supply of young 
British. sailors, and that apprentices, 
from whom the. officer class is recruited,
